ROK PLANS TO ISSUE A STATEMENT AFTER THE VOTING. SHOULD THERE 
BE A MOTION TO ADOPT BOTH RESOLUTIONS WITHOUT A VOTE, THE 
FRIENDLY SIDE WILL OPPOSE IT. IF FRIENDLY RESOLUTION'S 
PRIORITY IS CHALLENGED. IT WAS AGREED THE NETHERLANDS AND 
LIBERIA WILL SPEAK FOR THE FRIENDLY SIDE. USDEL UNDERSTANDS 
THAT VICE PRESIDENT DRISS (TUNISIA) WILL CHAIR GA SESSION 
ON KOREA. 

ACCORDING TO ROK, GABONESE PERMREP ESSONGHE HAS NOT RECEIVED

KOREANS HAVE THE IMPRESSION HE WILL AGAIN ABSTAIN IN

CYPRUS IN 30TH GA - 

NON-ALIGNED WORKING GROUP PRODUCED MODIFIED DRAFT RESOLUTION 
ON CYPRUS NOV. 17, MOVING SOMEWHAT CLOSER TO TURKISH POSITION. 
THEY SAY THIS IS THEIR LAST EFFORT AND THEY WILL NOT INTRODUCE 
IT IF ANY PARTY OPPOSES IT. GREEK AND CYPRIOT DELEGATIONS 
ARE NON-COMMITTAL BUT IT SEEMS THEY WOULD VOTE FOR IT, THE 
TURKISH DELEGATION MAINTAINS THE DRAFT REQUIRES STILL FURTHER 
CHANGES, AND DENKTASH SAYS HE IS "UNALTERABLY OPPOSED" 

TO IT. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 6040) 

ICJ ELECTIONS - 

THE FRG/NORDIC COMPETITION FOR THE WEO ICJ SEAT WAS PLAINLY 
APPARENT FROM THE FIRST ROUND IN BOTH THE SC AND GA VOTING. 

IN THE THIRD ROUND, THE NORWEGIANS AND SWEDES BEGAN TO LET IT 
BE KNOWN THEY WOULD UNDERSTAND COUNTRIES PREVIOUSLY VOTING 
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FOR HAMBRO AND PETREN MOVING TO MOSLER (FRG). PARTICULAR 
CREDIT FOR THE RESULT SHOULD GO TO AUSTRALIAN AMB HARRY. 

THE WEO GROUP CHAIRMAN. WHO TRIED TO REDUCE THE COMPETITION 
BETWEEN THE WEO CANDIDATES, AND TO THE UK FONOFF LEGAL 
ADVISER EVANS, WHO REPEATEDLY STRESSED THE RISKS INVOLVED 
TO THE WEO GROUP. FRG SAID IT WAS PREPARED TO WITHDRAW IN 
FAVOR OF WHICHEVER WEO OBTAINED THE BEST VOTE IN THE GA. 

THE AFRO-ASIAN RAID DID NOT DEVELOP, ALTHOUGH MOSLER'S 
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ELECTION BY A FOUR- VOTE MARGIN WAS UNCONFORTABLY CLOSE.

BELIZE - 

MEXICANS SAID THAT WHILE THERE WAS CONSIDERABLE INTEREST IN 
THEIR DRAFT RESOLUTION ON BELIZE THEY WERE NOT PUSHING IT 
AND WOULD DECIDE AFTER PRESIDENT ECHEVERRIA'S VISIT TO 
GUATEMALA ON WHAT COURSE TO PURSUE. GUATEMALAN AMB SKINNER- 
KLEE SAID HE HAD LITTLE HOPE THE MEXICAN DRAFT WILL BE 
ACCEPTED. ACCORDING TO THE AUSTRALIANS. A FIFTH RESOLUTION 
MIGHT RESULT FROM EFFORTS TO ACHIEVE A COMPROMISE BETWEEN 
THE MEXICAN AND UK-CARIBBEAN DRAFTS. (CONFIDENTIAL -

UNRWA RESOLUTION ON POST- 1967 REFUGEES - 

EGYPTIANS GAVE USDEL ADVANCE COPY OF DRAFT RESOLUTION COVERING 
PALESTINIAN REFUGEES DISPLACED SINCE 1967 WHICH, THEY SAID, 

WAS PREPARED BY ARAB GROUP AND WILL BE SPONSORED BY NON 
ALIGNED. DRAFT DIFFERS FROM LAST YEAR'S SIMILAR RESOLUTION 
IN THAT IT SPECIFIES RIGHT OF RETURN OF REFUGEES DISPLACED 
SINCE 1967 AND "CONDEMNS" RATHER THAN "DEPLORES" ISRAELI 
ATTACKS ON REFUGEE CAMPS. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - OURTEL 6045) 

DISARMAMENT ITEMS - 

ISSRAELYAN (USSR) MADE A STRONG PITCH FOR US SUPPORT FOR THE 
SOVIET MASS DESTRUCTION WEAPONS INITIATIVE, WHICH HE CALLED 
"CONSTRUCTIVE AND REALISTIC" THOUGH ADMITTING IT WAS 
"COMPLICATED." HE EXPLAINED THAT "NEW TYPES OF WEAPONS" 

ARE THOSE BASED ON NEW APPROACHES SUCH AS READIOLOGICAL, 

LASER, OR SUB-NUCLEAR PARTICLE WEAPONS. WHEN SOVIETS, 
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AFTER INITIAL RESISTANCE, CONCEDED WILLINGNESS TO CONSIDER 
CHANGES IN THEIR CURRENT DRAFT.THE TWO SIDES AGREED TO TRY 
TO WORK OUT AD REFERENDUM PROCEDURAL APPROACH WHICH THE US 
MIGHT BE ABLE TO ACCEPT. 

AUSTRALIANS SUCCEEDED IN DEVELOPING A REVISED COMPREHENSIVE 
TEST BAN RESOLUTION ACCEPTABLE TO MEXICANS AND SWEDES 
WHICH THEY BELIEVE WILL FORM THE BASIS FOR GA ADOPTION OF 
A SINGLE RESOLUTION UNDER CTB ITEM. PRELIMINARY REACTIONS 
OF CANADIANS AND DUTCH WERE "DISAPPOINTMENT" BUT THEY 
DOUBLTED THEY WOULD ABSTAIN IF THIS TEXT WERE THE ONLY 
ONE TO BE ADOPTED, THOUGH THEY WOULD CONTINUE TO EXPLORE 
THE POSSIBILITY OF CARVING OUT A SEPARATE RESOLUTION. 

EARLIER, THE AUSTRALIANS RAN INTO DIFFICULTY OBTAINING 
ENOUGH NON-ALIGNED SUPPORT TO ASSURE ADOPTION OF A SINGLE 
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CTB RESOLUTION. 
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SWEDES CIRCULATED TO SOME DELEGATIONS REVISED VERSION OF THEIR 
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EARLIER DRAFT RESOLUTION UNDER ITEM ON "NAPALM AND OTHER 
INCENDIARIES" WHICH INCORPORATES SOME CHANGES PROPOSED BY 
US AND UK. THE BRITISH SAY IT IS NOW 

SUBSTANTIALLY CLOSER TO BEING ACCEPTABLE TO THEM. ALTHOUGH 
ONE MAJOR PROBLEM REMAINS WITH NECESSARY SECURITY INTERESTS. 
SOVIETS REMAIN RESERVED TOWARD THE BASIC APPROACH OF THE 
RESOLUTION. 

THE SOVIETS STATED SERIOUS CONCERN ABOUT THE SWEDISH 
PROPOSAL ON UN'S ROLE IN DISARMAMENT. WHICH WOULD LEAD TO 
REPLACEMENT OF THE CCD WITH A DISARMAMENT COMMITTEE FORMED 
ON THE BASIS OF GEOGRAPHIC REGIONS. BOTH THE US AND 
SOVIETS EXPRESSED STRONG OPPOSITION TO THE MEXICAN INITIATIVE 
ON GA "DEFINITION" OF NUCLEAR- WEAPON-FREE ZONES. THE 
US AND SOVIET DELOFFS AGREED AD REFERDUM ON TEXT OF DRAFT 
ENVIRONMENTAL MODIFICATION RESOLUTION. ON THE BALKAN 
(DENUCLEARIZED) PEACE ZONE, SOVIETS SAID THE TURKS ARE 
OPPOSED, THE YUGOSLAVS HAVE RESERVATIONS, AND THE ROMANIANS 
MAY BE HAVING SECOND THOUGHTS ABOUT THEIR PROPOSAL. 
REPORTEDLY THE YUGOSLAVS SAID THE PROPOSAL WAS COMPLETELY 
UNBALANCED AND UNACCEPTABLE FOR SECURITY REASONS.

DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY RYAN'S CALL ON CHILEAN PERMREP - 

DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY RYAN TOLD CHILEAN PERMREP HUERTA 
OUR VOTE ON THE HUMAN RIGHTS RESOLUTION WAS THE RESULT OF 
CAREFUL DELIBERATION, AND WAS LINKED WITH OUR PRESENTATION 
OF THE AMNESTY RESOLUTION ON THE DOLLOWING DAY. HE SAID 
AMB MOYNIHAN S SPEECH ON THE AMNESTY RESOLUTION CONTAINED 
FAVORABLE REFERENCES TO CHILE'S OPENNESS IN COMPARISON 
TO THAT OF SPONSORS OF THE ANTI-CHILEAN RESOLUTION. BUT 
HE EMPHASIZED THAT CHILE NEEDED TO TAKE POSITIVE ACTION ON 
HUMAN RIGHTS ISSUES TO GAIN US PUBLIC SUPPORT BY RENEWING 
ITS INVITATION TO UNHRC OR OASHRC. HE CONCLUDED BY 
POINTING OUT THAT OUR SUPPORT FOR THE GOC WAS LIMITED BY 
CHILE S OWN DECISIONS AND ACTIONS ON HUMAN RIGHTS. 

HUERTA SAID HE WAS TAKEN BY SURPRISE BY OUR VOTE IN FAVOR 
OF THE HUMAN RIGHTS RESOLUTION ON NOVEMBER 12, AND HE 
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PARTICULARLY OBJECTED TO THAT PART OF THE RESOLUTION WHICH 
ACCUSED CHILE OF INSTITUTIONALIZED TORTURE. HE SAID THAT 
STEADY PROGRESS TOWARDS NORMALIZATION WAS BEING MADE IN CHILE, 
ALTHOUGH NO DRAMATIC CHANGES COULD BE EXPECTED. HE ADDED 
THAT IT HAD BEEN INOPPORTUNE FOR THE US TO EXPLAIN ITS 
VOTE BEFORE THE VOTE BECAUSE THIS HAD PROBABLY INFLUENCED 
THE VOTES OF OTHER DELEGATIONS. RYAN REPLIED THAT THIS 
HAD NOT BEEN OUR INTENTION, ADDING THAT CONSULTATIONS WITH 
THE CHILEANS HAD BEEN IMPOSSIBLE BECAUSE OUR INSTRUCTIONS 
ON THE VOTE HAD COME FROM THE DEPARTMENT AT THE LAST MINUTE. 
RYAN ALSO SAID THAT OUR INFORMATION ON TORTURE IN CHILE WAS 
BASED ON REPORTS BY VARIOUS COMMISSIONS. 

HUERTA REPEATEDLY EMPHASIZED HIS DESIRE TO MAINTAIN CLOSE 
CONTACT WITH THE USUN TO AVOID ' LACK OF COORDINATION." 

HE ALSO DECLARED HE COULD SUPPORT EVERYTHING AMB MOYNIHAN 
HAD SAID IN HIS SPEECH ON AMNESTY, ADDING THAT CHILE HAS 
BEEN OPEN TO THE OUTSIDE WORLD AND WILL REMAIN SO. HE 
ASKED IF THERE WERE ANY POSSIBILITY OF A CHANGE IN OUR 
VOTE ON THE HUMAN RIGHTS RESOLUTION, TO WHICH RYAN REPLIED

COMMITTEE 2 ITEMS - 

WHEN AMB MYERSON TOOK UP THE REVIEW AND APPRAISAL ISSUE WITH 
COMMITTEE 2 CHAIRMAN RYDBECK (SWEDEN). WARNING OF RISKS, 
RYDBECK SAID HE BELIEVES MANY OF THE 77 WOULD LIKE TO FIND 
A GRACEFUL WAY OUT. MYERSON ENCOURAGED RYDBECK TO DO 
WHAT HE COULD BEHIND THE SCENES. REPRESENTATIVES OF UK, 
DENMARK AND NETHERLANDS WERE ALL UNHAPPY WITH THE PRESENT 
TEXT OF THE DRAFT RESOLUTION ON UNDRO. FUNDING OF TECHNICAL
